That whenever the unit-in-charge is satisfied that 
action under Sections 59(11), 60, 61, 67A or any 
other provisions of Act which are not delegated to 
him is required to be taken, he shall prepare a 
detailed report within 15 days covering all the facts, 
aspects and the reasoning as to why he has 
proposed the action under the particular Section 
and submit the same to the Dy.
